Rifles, m achetes, pistols and hand 
g ren ad es w ere used in a hundred dif­ 
feren t en cou nters in the narrow th o r­ 
oughfares. 
T he grenades, of home 
m anufacture, were lighted with the 
cig a rettes which are an unofficial part 
of th e equipm ent of every Mexican 
soldier. 
G eneral Villa does not yet know 
his own loss, except th a t it is heavy. 
T he wounded suffered terribly from y Df th e 
president 
and 
th irs t and m any died from the lack of 
w ater and surgical attention. 
T he 
dead 
of 
both 
sides 
were 
m ingled In the stre e ts or found hud­ 
dled u nder the piles of e arth which 
had once been adobe houses or co r­ 
rals, wrecked by rebel shells. 
Vet­ 
e ra n s say th a t no m ore serious battle 
ever was fought in Mexico. 
G eneral Villa did not stop to esti­ 
m ate his losses, hut with c h a ra c te r­ 
istic energy 
began 
p reparatio ns 
to 
m ove on Torreon. 
He expects to co­ 
op erate with 4,000 men u nder General 
H errera, who is un der o rders to a t­ 
tack the town from the east. 
T he new spaper co rrespo nd ents en­ 
tered the city with Villa. 
E veryw here 
rebel soldiers were rescuing the in­ 
jured and taking them to the railroad. 
T h ere w ere stretch ers, hut not nearly 
enough of them , hut a stout pole with 
a blanket suspended ham m ock fash­ 
ion sufficed. 
T hose with flesh w ounds disdained 
to d esert and m any a soldier, limping 
from a wound in the leg, or with one 
arm supported in a bloodstained ban­ 
dage, was seen am ong th e stretc h e r 
bearers.
